THE CONSTIT UTIONAL A MENDMENT. 

It will Not Change the Law Aa to the 
liimit of Debt or Tax, Bnt la In* 
tended to II«>K<>lnt(> the 
Mode ofTaxatioii. 



Mr. Editor: The Amendment to the Con- 
stitution to be voted on in November doea not 
chan;ie the present l;c.v .-i-i t.i the limit 'if debt 
or tax that can l)e incurred by cities and towns. 
It simply gives thi> Legislature the power to 
p.iHs a general law by which citiea miqr regu- 
late the mode of taxation. At preeent the Aaaee- 
sors of ciMes arc l onfir.ed tr; the ad valorem 
system, that is, they ask the citizen as to the 
value of his personal estate, and theaaaessment 
is made at that valne. If the Amendment 
carries, the cities, if they so desire, can tax 
personal property. b:i.<i><l on its income, can tax 
trades, occupations and professions by license 
ta.\ and can have a tax on franchisea. There 
can be no double taxation, but the taxing pow- 
ers can vary the mode and manner of taxation, 
adjuetiriK the taxes so as to he e.nial and just 
and at the same time prevent transient business 
enterprises from dropping into vit tWm be-

It will alao enable onr citiea to encourage 
capital and manufactories to locate within their 
limits by exempting theni from city taxation, 
provided they will expend certain sums and give 
employment to a certain number of men. 

No state in the Union has sneh a system of 
taxatioti a.s Kentucky .-avo Ohio, after whic h 
our system w.is p.itterned, but Ohio votes on an 
amendment to repeaf that system in November 
next, having aeon the ill aifeota of same. 

"At first blosh" it seems nnfair to tax the 
li"'.i-:e an'i lot of the workinjrman .-md exemt't 
the big plant of the manufacturer, but in many 
of our cities how will the worfcingman ever ob- 
tain a house and lot Aleaabe has eoBstaat work 
in a mannfactory? 

How are Keiitiu ky citie.- to get the.se fac 
tories unless we exempt them from city taxes, 
as Massaohoaatta, New York aad Peaaqrhraaia 
cities do? 

How much better off would Maysville be if 
we could induce manufacturers to locate here 
and give employment to our sons and daughters, 
and give a market for all the prodaoo that Uasoo 
county farmers can raise? How many famili«g 
in Maysville and Mason county have grown chil- 
dren around them.' Why do they have to send 
them East or West for employmeat? Simply 
hecaoae we have no maanf aotariaa aad oaa «<• 
fer no indneameats for their looatk» ia oar 
city.
